SIXTH ANNUAL REPORT to the General Assem- 
bly of the Stnto of Kentucky, relating to the Regis- 
try and Returns of Births, Marriages aud Deaths 
in the State of Kentucky, from January 1st to De- 
cember 31st, 1857. By W. S. Sutton. M. D. I rank- 
fort: J. B- Major, State Printer. 

At no period of the history of the world 
were the minds of men more actively employ- 
ed in devising engines of destruction, with 
which man may deface the image of his Maker, 
and carrying desolation aud ttoe to many a 
peaceful hearthstone, to gain the victory in 
a contest with his brother; and the object is, 
alas, such a “beggarly portion.” How com- 
forting is it to turn from the contemplation of 
such to the laliors of a true philanthropist, 
who, while others arc employed in multiply- 
ing the sources of misery, is earnestly endeav- 
oring to assuage the sorrows of mankind, and 
elevate man in the scale of being. If his re- 
ward is not as immediate, it is more lasting than 
that of the other; for it is of such that it is 
said, “their works doth follow them.” To 
such men, the consciousnAs of duty perform- 
ed is of more value than the applause of 
the multitude; and for encouragement they 
have the words of the great philosopher, to 
-envy not him whom men name city -builder, 
aud inexpressibly pity him whom they call 
conqueror or city-burner. Thou, too, art a 
conqueror and victor: but of the true sort, 
namely, over the Devil.” 

These are reflections suggested to our mind 
in perusing the very able report of l)r. Sutton, 
for its value must strike every one who will 
give it ever so slight an examination. Its 
tables embrace statistical information upon 
the two great epochs in the life of every man 
— the period when we lirst took up the wail 
of helpless infancy, as prophetic of the storms 
that assail mature manhood, and also that 
at which we received a help meet, as Adam 
“his fair spouse,” and 

"To the nuptial bower 

led her, blushing like the morn; all warm 

And happy conatcllatious on that hour 

Shed their sejcctesl influence: 

and finally and more fully, the termina- 
tion of the drama — death — which comes to 
all men, but comes to none without serious 
and solemn anxieties. The long columns of fig- 
ures stand like the lines of a funeral pageant, 
and as we glance from “birth” to “death,” we 
are reminded that “few- and short arc the da) s 
of man.” 

We have not space to go into a protracted 
examination of this admirable report; but we 
feel an excusable pride that it is the result of 
the enlightened liberality of our own State, 
and is only another instance in which Ken 
tucky has taken precedence of her sisters ol 
the West in promoting the interests of her peo- 
ple. As she was the first of the Western 
States to embark in railroads and other in- 
ternal improvements, so she leads the advance 
in this department; and there is nothin; 
marks the progress of advancement more 
surely than the production of works like the 
one under review. 

The recording of births by the parish priest 
has been carefully prosecuted in Kngland for 
centuries, and the destruction of such reconi 
by some untoward event has led to endless 
difficulties; and we can recall instances in our 
own country where such a record would have 
lieen invaluable. One we lately heard occurs 
to us, where the absence of such evidence was 
nearly costing a valuable estate to a family 
and except that it was accidentally remembered 
by a very old man that be was in her grandfa- 
ther’s house at the time of her birth, she would 
have been deprived of her patrimony, and 
probably beggared in the world. This is a 
contingency that may happen to the posterity 
of any man, and while all men arc careful to 
preserve evidences of the title to their house: 
and their lands, that their children may not be 
annoyed by uncertainty, it would seem but 
prudent that they should tie equally solicitor 
that no uncertainty should arise as to the birth 
of their children which entitles them to thi 
property. 

So likewise there is great satisfaction and a 
permanent value in having a record kept of 
every marriage that is solemnized in the State, 
There is at this time a lovely woman, the 
widow of an officer of high rank in the army, 
who has been endeavoring and litigatin; 
years to gain possession of her father’s estate, 
and the whole gist of the matter lies in the 
fact whether her father and mother were 
married at the time of her birth; but there 
being no record of such marriage, and all the 
witnesses having died, she is deprived of her 
patrimony, and the courts have pronounced 
sentence of bastardy against her, although the 
title of her father to this property has never 
been questioned. The lawyers are all familiar 
with cases arising from the uncertainty ol 
marriage, and except that it is a fruitful source 
of profit to them in their profession, would 
urge the continuance of a record. 

If there is value in preserving a record of 
births and marriages, as we have attempted to 
show, we think there will be no difficulty in 
persuading even the most skeptical of the 
beneficial results that grow out of recording 
and publishing an account of the diseases that 
prey upon, and the deaths that occur among, 
our population. It is from a careful study of 
such tables as this work furnishes, that science 
has been enabled to reap the most valuable 
discoveries. A comparison of the diseases to 
which each section is subject to, will enable 
those whose study it is to determine the cause 
of the disease, and suggest such a remedy as 
will cure or possibly prevent it entirely. It 
was the simple fact coming to the knowledge 
of the celebrated Jenner, that the dairymen of 
a certain shire in England where wholly ex 
empt from small-pox, that started him upon 
those investigations which resulted in a dis- 
roverv that has relieved mankind of one of the 



most horrible scourges the race is liable to. 
In fact, the books are filled with instances ot 
valuable discoveries in medical science result- 
ing from the publication of mortuary reports; 
but we fear our learned Doctor will smile at 
our presentation of these scientific subjects, 
and indeed we oursell feel that we are getting 
beyond our depth, and lest we should become 
bewildered among technicalities, we will do as 
other reviewers in like circumstances — look 
profound and refer to the book itself. 

The “Remarks” will be found interesting to 
the general reader— containing much valuable 
information suitable for popular distribution 
and it is to be regretted that the edition was 
not multiplied many times, so that it might 
he in the hands of all. 

We cannot believe that the Legislature will 
take such a retrograde step as to neglect to 
provide for continuing so important a work, 
and one which reflects so much credit upon 
the State. We have heard no complaint; but 
if the Doctor’s compensation is no more than 
we have heard stated, it is totally inadequate 
to the work done; aud it he should continue to 
prosecute it, it is because it is more a labor of 
love than one of profit.

Messrs. Thomas and White, two respectable citi- 
zens of Cameron county, who, with their families, 
had just maraculonsly escaped from the clutches 
of one of the Lieutenants of Cortinas, aud taken 
refuge at the rancho of Judge Love.” 

Messrs. Thomas and White say: 

On Monday, the 31st day of Ootober last, at 
their Rancho, about five miles this side of Arro- 
vo Colorado, (1UU miles distant from Corpus 
Christi,) they were suddenly attacked by a force 
of more than 100 men belonging to the Cortinas 
band, apparently led bv Pancho Trevinio and 
Henry Cline. They sucked and destroyed the 
Rancho, drove off the stock, and carried away 
ns prisoner Juan Villareal. The order was to 
murder the deponents and their families, but all j 
succeeded in making their escape through thesur- , 
roundiug dense chaparral. 

Under the command of Pedro Villareal, a com- 
pany of more than 100 men had crossed from | 
Mexico to join Cortinas, and these, as well as the 
other Mexican lorces, were carrying aloft the 
Mexican colors. Cortinas had 450 men in camp, 
and as many more on scouts tluoughout the coun- 
try, to intercept all communications with the 
beseiged in Brownsville, where were only about 
50 reliable men under arms, but all of whom were 
worn out with fatigue. On the day of the 
attack on their Ranch, from 10 a. m. to sundown, 
they, at intervals, distinctly heard the firing of 
cannon iu the direction of Brownsville. 

To this statement is added the following from 
Messrs. J. O’Connor, R. D. Love, J. A. Ware, 
John B. Davis and J. A. E. Randolph, citizens 
of Nueces and San Patricio counties, who were 
at Judge Love’s rancho, when Mr W. D. Thomas, 
with his wife, daughter and son, and Mr. Nathan- 
iel White, came from Rio Gaaude and made the 
above declaration under affidavit. 

W e are satisfied that our frontier on t^e Rio 
Graude is in a state of war, aud that Brownsville, 
with its American population, has either lallen 
into the hands of Cortinas and his men, who are 
supported and sustained by the Mexican popula- 
tion beyond the river, or is in great danger of 
being captured. The Mexican flag is flying from 
a flag staff four miles above Brownsville. 

When Brownsvdle falls, we greatly fear the 
next attack will be made upon the settlements of 
the Nueces. 

The Ranchero adds: 

A letter from Col. H. Clay Davis to us, dated 
3d inst., corroborates the statement made in the 
foregoing affidavits of Thomas and White, so 
far as the number of Cortinas’ band is concerned. 
It further states that Capt. Kennedy and Nickles 
are dead, and J. F. Georges is a prisoner, and 
that the people of Rio Grande City were in daily 
expectation of another attack. 

These statements from different quarters force 
us to conclude that an actual slate of war exists 
on our frontier, which is entirely without protec- 
tion, and its immediate defense devolves upon 
the citizens of Nueces and San Antonio rivers, 
which are nearest to the frontier. 

It is necessary that our citizens turn out to de- 
fend our common country, and do it promptly. 

A meeting of our citizens is called this mom 
ing at 8 o’clock to devise means lor the defense 
of our town. Capt. Tobin, with eighty men, is 
advancing upon Brownsville, but has to meet a 
force of about seven hundred well armed Mexi- 
cans. It is essential to reinforce Capt 
Will the citizens of Goliad, Refugo, Karnes, and 
Live Oak turn out and meet the appeal of those 
who have heard the statements of Thomas and 
White, who have been driven Irom their homes?
